In fact the Aussies may 
have had thelr only Word Cup finals goal when Atti Abonyl was so cruelly denied by the post after 
he had beaten both Sepp Maier and Franz Beckenbauer. 

There was also the first up match against much-fancied East Germany, again lost 2-0, but the 
scores were locked 0-0 at half-time and one unlucky goal was conceded and another through a real

Unfortunately Australia lost Ray Richards through send-off in this game. 

This Sunday at Parramatta Stadium the '74 Socceroos will kick-off their re-union against the 
Australian Soccer Media at 12.45.

IN New South Wales the State Federation has 
got round to approving the 14 team league, 
which will lead to it having the basis for the 
best state competition for years. 

In amongst the arrangement is one where- 
under any promotion for Yugal (1986 Second 
Division premiers) and Granville Chile (1986 
Third Division premiers) is withheld for one 
year. 

Regardless of whether they win again in 
1987 they will be the teams to go up. If other 
clubs win then, they too will be promoted. 

That will, so far as matters stand at the 
moment, see Melita Eagles, Sutherland, Manly 
Warringah, Rockdale Ilinden, Ku-ring-gai, Uru- 
guayan Auburn, Warringah Freshwater and 
Wollongong Macedonia joined by Blacktown 
City, Canterbury Marrickville, Wollongong 
City, Newcastle Rosebuds, Canberra City and 
Inter Monaro from the National League. 

The carrying of the 14 team motion has 
opened the way for Newcastle and Canberra, 
from the Northern NSW and ACT Federations 
respectively, to take advantage of the invita- 
tion to play in NSW. 

In the hurly-burly of Soccer politics and the 
resultant ups and downs, it is understandable 
if they examine their budgets and future in the 
terms of that invitation. 

However it would be a shame if they did not 
enter. 

It is quite clear that if this State League is 
operated with a new found drive, many of the 
attendances will be akin to the best obtained 
by the Sydney NSL clubs, with the probable 
exception of the likes of Sydney Croatia and 
Sydney Olympic. 

The pity is perhaps that the move for the 
inclusion of Brisbane Lions and Brisbane City 
has come so late in the day. 

At very least the scheme should have been 
placed in the balance with the present en- 
hanced NSW State League and a decision 
made on a cost — benefit basis. 

In any case the era of generally looking 
-around for a sponsor has gone. This time a 
suitable public relations firm should be en- 
gaged to operate under the oversight of one of 
the NSW Federation directors. 

Time here is of the essence as approaches 
should be firmed at the stage when corpora- 
tions are completing their 1987 budgetting. 

Leaving aside for the moment the Victorian 
clubs and the South Australian club in the 
1987 National League, we have from NSW the 
entries of Sydney Croatia, Sydney Olympic, St 
George, APIA-Leichhardt and Marconi along 
with Sydney City upon a decision that the 
latter will continue. 

Early indications are that Sydney Croatia’s 
club resources and excellent crowds together 
with superior staffing will place them on an 
even higher pedestal than this year. 

The other clubs will have to put the press- 
ure on themselves to the Nth degree, especial- 
ly those who either can’t afford too much or 
who have the burden of excess debts. 

Provided — and we say provided — that 
there is no further change in the scheme of 
things, one of the six will find itself back in the 
1988 State League under the promotion — 
relegation provisions. 

And one Victorian, or the one South Austra- 
lian team, will be out and due to be replaced 
from Victoria, South Australia or Queensland. 

There seems to be a general admission that 
Sydney NSL attendances will not be im- 
proved. Probably we will see the NSW State 
League making up for those deficiencies. 

In Victoria only Green Gully is a reject so the 
Victorian State League will not be greatly 
affected.

IT’S official — John Fleming signed to 
coach Wollongong City again just hours 
before leaving for a holiday in England. 


There had been 
speculation that Fleming 
might be looking for a 
new club after the 
Wolves were dropped 
from the NSL and that 
he was having trouble 
coming to terms with the 
club. 


Club chairman Laurie 
Kelly said they had 
agreed to terms and 
Fleming assured him he 
would try to sign at least 
one player from the UK 
while he was away. 


“The thing with us 
just now is that people 
are talking “obituary” 
language and that’s just 
not right,” Kelly said. 


“We have been axed 
from the NSL but have 
the players and re- 
sources to be a real 
strength in the State 
League.” 

The Wolves’ boss said 
their operating profit for 
the season was more 
than $24,000 and their 
overdraft has dropped 
sharply. 

He said they start 
1987 on a very fitm foot- 
ing and he wants to see 
all the current players 
stay on. 

“Naturally some will 
want to try out with 
Sydney NSL clubs but 
there are only six teams 
there and it will be a 
buyers’ market,” Kelly 
said. 

“T am confident most 
of the players will be 
retained and be happy 
with the terms we offer 
them.”” 

The general feeling 
among Wollongong 
players is that they 
won't be taking any pay © 
cuts despite the relega- 
tion of their team. 

Most are “sitting on 
the fence” until the new 
year to see what comes 
up. 

Scott Dickson and 
Ray Vlietstra seem cer- 
tain to move on, Dick- 
son having said he hasn’t 
been approached. 

“T have finished my 
studies in Wollongong 
and living in Blaxland it 
will be a lot easier even 
playing State League in 
Sydney,” he said. 

“One Sydney NSL 
coach talked with me 
towards the end of the 
season and said he 
would get back to me 
but I haven’t heard from 
him.” 

Vlietstra, studying at 
Hawkesbury Agricultu- 
ral College, won’t be 
short of offers and the 
Wolves are resigned to 
losing him. 

His departure will be 
a real tragedy as he is an 
Illawarra product who 
came into the Wolves 
youth team in 1981 
when they entered the 
league and later played 
in the Australian Youth 
team’s World Cup cam- 
paign.

The facts and figures 
that so much favour the 
playing of Soccer as a 
sport have been assem- 
bled as the result of 
painstaking research. 

The are all the more 
compelling because of 
the comparatively huge 
numbers that play Soc- 
cer, on which the study 
is grounded. 

The information re- 
lates to 113 patients 
admitted to the six spi- 
nal injuries units in Au- 
stralia between 1960 and 
1985. 

No less than 97 pa- 
tients and the parents of 
six footballers who died 
were interviewed. 

SpineCare’s research 
indicates:“‘There has 
been a dramatic increase 
of injuries since 1977, 
particularly for school- 
boys. 

“Only one schoolboy 
injury occurred in rugby 


union before 1977, but 
there have been 11 
since. 

“Thirty four percent 
of injured players in rug- 
by union were school- 
boys - as against 15 per 
cent in rugby league. 

“Taking into account 
the numbers playing, 
schoolboy injuries in un- 
ion are four times more 
common than in league. 

“In rugby union, 62 
per cent of all injuries 
occurred in srcrums, and 
30 per cent in league. Of 
these, 68 per cent occur- 
red as a result of packing 
(when the two sets of 
forwards come together). 
This represents 23 pre- 
ventable disasters... 

“The peak incidence 
for rugby is in June and 
July. This sugests that 
fitness is not a major 
factor. 

“Only 17 per cent of 
players have returned to 
normal after treatment. 
Forty four per cent have 
died or are totally in- 
capacitated.” 

Obviously the inci- 
dence in Soccer is an 
absolute minimum - so 
much so that it receives 
little mention. 

Major injury payouts 
under the NSW Sporting 
Injuries Fund show rug- 


by league with 38 pay- 
outs in the first six years 
of the scheme, represen- 
ting $899000. 

In rugby union the 
corresponding figures 
are 16 and $530000, with 
the other major area for 
payout motorcycling 
with 18 major claims 
and $461000. 
~ Only three such 
claims have been made 
in Soccer totalling 
$15000. 

It may be that many 
Soccer players are in- 
sured outside the gov- 
ernment scheme, but 
the figures certainly 
speak for themselves, as 
indicated by the minimal 
pay-outs for other types 
of sport other than those 
mentioned above. 

There are of course 
other - usually much les- 
ser - injuries in all sports 
including Soccer. 
Amongst youngsters 
there can be various 
knocks, the most serious 
of which is normally a 
possible broken limb. 

Rugby union coach 
Alan Jones poo-hooed 
the figures in the Spine- 
Care study but Professor 
Taylor stated that he 
would have no trouble 
in debating the issue 
with him at any stage.

before fulltime, they

Magical South Amer- 
ican midfielder, Vicente 
Estavillo, who was prob- 
ably the best player on 
the pitch, slung a cross 
from the right and Chris 
Kalantzis got on the end 
of it. 

From inside Adelaide 
City’s six yard box he 
smashed his shot to give 
Olympic the match. 

Despite Olympic’s 
win, Adelaide City were 
far from disgraced as 
they continually played 
as a unit in contrast to 
their Sydney opponents. 

Adelaide City’s back- 
four of Paul Shillabeer, 
Neville Flounders, Bug- 
sy Nyskohus and Alex 
Tobin kept Olympic 
well at bay for 77 mi- 
nutes with some very 
powerful defending. 

But their midfield trio 
of Charlie Villani, 
Adrian Santrac and Ser- 
gio Melta was repeated- 
ly choked by the Olym- 
pic quartet of Andy Zer- 
vas, Gary Phillips, Peter 
Raskopoulos and 
Vicente Estavillo. 

It was always going to 
be a rough afternoon 
between. Olympic’s fiery 
striker, -Marshall Soper 
and Adelaide’s tough 
centre-back, Neville 
Flounders. 

Almost from the very 
first minute of the 
match, these two con- 
stantly tore at each 
other and had it not 
been for some very 
quick, super-efficient re- 
fereeing from world- 
class Chris Bambridge, 
both could easily have

not seen the end of the 
game. 

Both Flounders and 
Soper however, did not 
leave Hindmarsh Sta- 
dium without yellow 
cards. 

Olympic’s Estavillo, 
quickly realising that 
Adelaide City’s defence 
was going to be almost 
impossible to break 
down, tried two 
spectacular long-range 
shots that could have 
brought goals. 

His first rocket was a 
15 metre blaster which 
Adelaide’s goalkeeper, 
Willy McNally just man- 
aged to tip around the 
corner in the fifth 
minute. 

Seconds later, Kalant- 
zis tried his luck but 
again McNally made a 
solid block. 

The match in the first 
session developed into a 
physical affair and to 
everyone’s surprise the 
elegant Estavillo be- 
came uncharacteristical- 
ly very competitive. He 
repeatedly rode through 
bone-crushing tackles as 
well as putting in some 
hard ones himself. 

In the 20th minute, 
Olympic’s skipper, Pe- 
ter Raskopoulos, gained 
possession and’ busted 
his way down the left 
flank. 

But after his 45 metre 
raid and just inside Ade- 
laide’s box, with no sup- 
port around him, Ras- 
kopoulos was heavily 
closed down by the 
defence. 

It took Adelaide City 
25 minutes before they 
made their first assault 
on Olympic’s target. 

From a free-kick by

head towards the net but 
just over the cross-bar.

JACK REILLY: It was Jack Reilly’s ambition to keep goal for Australia in 
the 1982 World Cup finals in Spain, although this never eventuated, he 
had the distinction of being the only goalkeeper to have represented 
Australia in a World Cup finals series to date; that being of course 1974 in 
West Germany. 


it was while he was attending university in Scotland that Reilly joined 
Hibernian as an 18-year-old. 

After five years and 38 senior games with Hibs, Reilly went to the US 
where he had a stint with the Washington Whips. After 18 months he 
returned to Scotland and then it was off to Australia to join Juventus in 
Victoria. 

In his first season there, Reilly not only won the club's best and fairest 
player award, but was also chosen by the then State coach Rale Rasic to 
represent Victoria. 

In 1970 Juventus won the State League championship, State League 
Cup and Dockerty Cup as well as beating NSW Grand Final winner 
Yugal. But after two and a half seasons at Juventus, he was sold for 
$6500 to St.George Budapest, which had also recruited Rale Rasic as 
coach. 


After Saints won the championship Reilly moved to Hakoah-St.Kilda for 
$6000 after the constant travelling got too much. 

Then it was to Fitzroy-Alexander where, in 1976, he took over as 
coach. After a traumatic season he moved to Hellas the very next season. 

Apart from Australia’s match against West Germany in 1974, Reilly 
notes the 0-0 draw with Moscow Dynamo with Victoria as his most 
memorable, following a 7-1 hiding in the previous match. 

Apart from having played 35 games for Australia — 15 of them full 
internationals — Reilly also represented Victoria 20 times. 


MAX TOLSON: Max was one of the most accomplished players produced 
by the NSW south coast. He spent eight months with English club 
Workington where he became the team’s regular striker. 

Earlier, he had starred with his Wollongong club South Coast United, 
then coached by Jim Kelly, who also coached the Socceroos. 

Max drew enthusiastic praise from Moscow Dynamo’s legendary 
goalkeeper Lev Yashin after a NSW v Dynamo match in 1970, and was 
later included in the Australian squad by Rale Rasic. 

He spent a season under Rasic at Marconi before returning to 
Wollongong. He was in Australia’s 1974 World Cup squad. 


HARRY WILLIAMS: Currently with Inter-Monaro, Harry has proved to be 
one of the longest serving players of all time.

He joined Marconi in 1975 and 
represented NSW and Australia Under 23 
before being chosen to the national squad 
by Rale Rasic as one of the three 
goalkeepers for the 1974 World Cup in 


West Germany.

A GUTSY second half revival by Sutherland 
denied -Melita Eagles the unprecedented 
feat of recording a clean sweep in all three 
grand finals as well as the premiership

Williamson, the for- 
mer Brisbane City and 
Lions NSL player, lives 
in Brisbane’s Western 
Suburbs, much closer to 
Bundamba-based Coal- 
stars than to North Star, 
based at the Northern 
Suburb of Zillmere. 

Williamson, the for- 
mer Dundee player, is 
presently refusing to 
comment on _ the 
speculation linking him 
in a move to Coalstars 
but confirmed some 
weeks ago that he had 
been approached by 
“one or two clubs’. 

Coalstars are hoping 
to retain their entire 
squad from this year and 
coach Brian Styles be- 
lieves the addition of 
“the experienced North 
Star player” — Styles so 
far refuses to confirm it 
is Williamson — will en- 
sure Coalstars stay 
among the honors next 
season. 

Coalstars battled with 
North Star for every 
major title this year. 
The Bundamba team

COALSTARS TO TWIST Gibbels a 7 te 
: TO WIN MEDAL 


GRANGE THISTLE utility player Keith 
Marsh capped a comeback from injury to 
snare this year’s Queensland Rothmans 
Gold Medal. 


It was the 13th pre- 
sentation of the best and 
fairest award — but cer- 
tainly wasn’t unlucky for 
the 23-year-old fullback- 
striker. 

Marsh, who has play- 
ed all his football since 
juniors with Thistle, was 
tagged a rising star seve- 
ral years ago, but was 
lost from the game for a 
time when he first broke 
his arm and then suf- 
fered a recurring shoul- 
der injury. 

An operation which 
saw pins inserted in his 
shoulder enabled Marsh 
to return to Thistle and 
this season has been his 
best ever. At 23 he was 
one of the more experi- 
enced players in the re- 


built Thistle side and led 
by example. 

First as a striker, he 
netted three goals, and 
later in the season he 
operated as a solid right- 
back. 


In .accepting his 
medal, Marsh was one 
of the most genuinely 
excited players seen in a 
long time. 

“T just never expected 
to win it. Even when I 
was leading I thought 
one of the others would 
overtake me. It’s just 
tremendous,” he said. 


Marsh polled 21 yotes 
to beat joint XXXX 
League leadscorers Jim 
McDonagh (Easts) and 
Calvin Daunt (Taringa 


Rovers) by three points. 

Next on 16 points was 
Olympic United defen- 
der Mike Cerneka, fol- 
lowed a point further 
back by Mount Gravatt 
midfielder Martin Kir- 
sopp and North Star 
striker Paul Fagan. The 
1981 medal winner 
Coalstars’ Mark “Brusas- 
co scored 14 points. 

The win was the third 
triumph for Grange 
Thistle. The club pro- 
vided Steve Dolan in 
1979 and Ken Swan. in 
1983. Swan also won the 
following year when 
playing on loan with 
Rockhampton club Cap- 
ricornia. 

Although Marsh was 
always well placed in the 
count, he opened up a 
four point lead at the 
halfway mark and clin- 
ched the medal when he 
received .a three-pointer 
in Thistle’s second last 
match, a 2-0 win over 
Wynnum.

naive, inexperienced 
tefs who are unable to 
handle pressure gener- 
ated by the competitive 
games. How many 
times have “big games” 
degenerated into kick- 
ing matches through 
the lack of control of 
refs? Too many! 

Yelling crowds, parti- 
cularly those at Croatia 
and Olympic games, 
constantly intimidate 
certain referees 
which is not the crowds’ 
fault. Refs must be 
strong and believe in 
their convictions.

players) by video. Have 
meetings between re- 
ferees and players — 
not lectures by referees 
to disinterested players 
about minor rules of the 
game! 

Let players demons- 
trate what is a bad foul 
so referees can gain 
some knowledge. It’s 
equivalent to throwing 
an L-plate driver into a 
grand prix event. 

OK, spend some 
money on education of 
referees. Make a code 
or set of rules among 
teferees to provide con- 
sistency in their deci- 
sions that can stand 
above the size of the 
crowd and ground loca- 
tion. Players and admi- 
nistrators owe a duty to 
assist. 

Bright idea adminis- 
trators — this may even 
generate publicity. 

So will video trial 
put a players repre- 
sentative on the tribu- 
nal, a referee and a 
knowledgable (in terms 
of Soccer not admi- 
nistration) administrator. 

It is commonly 
alleged the people at 
the top in Aussie Soccer 
won't introduce 
changes that may 
threaten their cosy little 
nest.

Com- 
bine with the referees 
and players to get the 
game going. Frankly, 
you're paid for doing a 
job and no results have 
been produced.
